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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments have been carefully 
considered, but fail to persuade. With respect to the rejection of claim 21 under 35 USC 102 (b) as anticapated by WO 99/04265 as 
evidenced by Accession No. AAX40073, the rejection is maintained for the reasons of record. Applicants assert that WO 99/04265 does 
not anticipate claim 21, because WO 99/04265 does not disclose that SEQ ID NO: 582 belongs to the NA Group 12 and NA GroupS 
subsets. In response, applicants' attention is directed to page 17, line 32 to page 18, line 3, where SEQ ID NOS: 544-586 are 
characterized as colon cancer associated genes; and further to page 15, lines 13-14, page 14, lines 11-19, page 6, lines 5-6 and page 4, 
lines 26-32. Applicant is remined that the phrase "cancer vaccine" is interpreted as intended use, and that the product of claim 21 is 
compared with the prior art. The product of claim 21 is a nucleic acid combination with an adjuvant, which is the product disclosed by WO 
99/04265. 

With respect to the rejection of claim 21 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for new matter, the rejection is maintained for the reasons of 
record. A search of the specification shows that the concept of 90% sequence homology is only referenced with respect to a sequence that 
hybridizes with SEQ ID NO: 2. Therefore, the specification fails to provide support for the full scope of claim 21, and the element of claim 
21 that refers to a DNA having 90% or more homology to SEQ ID NO: 2 appears to be new matter. 

With respect to the restriction between claims 21 and 27 this is maintained until allowable subject matter is determined, and the subject 
matter of claim 27 will be considered as per In re Ochiai, as set forth in the Final Office action mailed 8/8/2008. 
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
